REAT FACTORY 
A POSSIBILITY. 


TIRE COMPANY WOULD LOCATE 
PLANT IN MONROVIA. 


Formal Proposition Made to the 
Board of Trade Involves the State- 
ment That Four Hundred Men 
and Women Will Be Given Em- 
ployment from the Beginning. 


MONROVIA, June 17.—A proposi- 
tion to the Board of Trade last night 
by the Savage Tire Company, capital- 
ized at $1,000,000, and incorporated 
under California laws, may fore- 
shadow a long advance in the reliabil- 
ity and scope of self-propelled ve- 
hicles of all classes. A. W. Savage, in- 
ventor of an alleged non-skid, non- 
puncturable tire, and organiser of the 
manufacturing ¢ompany, asked that 
Monrovia, through the medium of its 
Board of Trade, contribute a five-acre 
site on either the Pacific Electric or 
the Southern Pacific Railway line for 
the initial factory, which will employ 
400 men and women. The output of 
this concern is estimated at 100 tires 
per day. A private committee of the 
Board of Trade has already obtained 
options on several tracts complying 
with specifications. 

In his choice of location for the 
genetical manufactory, Mr. Savage, 
now a resident and orchardist of 
Duarte, is undoubtedly influenced by 
sentimental considerations, yet he is 
a man of wide experience and repute 
in the technical world, and has proved 
to his own and to hie associates’ sat- 
isfaction that a low buifiding and taxa- 
tion cost, together with relatively low 
cost of living for employees will more 
than compensate for the leaser freight 
rates on raw material possibly ob- 
tainable in iarger commercial centers. 
As the Southern Pacific dominates the 
area specified as a suitable location for 
the factory, it may be taken for 
granted that the rate officials of that 
corporation have been consulted. 

In the matter of stock, no public 
subscription is asked or apparently de- 
sired. It seems to be a close corpora- 
tion, with those who are in so well as- 
sured of the safety of their investment 
as to want to retain ownership. The 
local company is the “holding com- 
pany,” and all others will be subsi- 
lary

There is a species of loss which The 
Times—unlike its contumelious contem- 
porary—has never been upon to en- 
dure. It has never during its many years 
of existence lost its patronage. It never has 
sought to prostitute a noble religious organ- 
ization to base political purposes or to its own 
selfish aggrandizement. It has never, like 
its befouled contemporary, the Earl, stood 
sponsor for a bribe-taking “Purity Squad,” 
sent out to prey upon procuresses and pan- 
derers; it never has employed a Busse, 
stained with a confession of graft, to spy 
upon its neighbors and do dirty work for 
the most damnable ends. It never has failed 
to make good its pledges. Nor has: 
it ever forfeited the good opinion of the 
community by waddling on every side of. 
every question, and, while attempting to be 
all things to all men, succeeded only in being 
Nobody says of The 
Times what everybody says of its dis 
gruntied evening contemporary— 

“Look as I blow this feather from my face 
And as the air blows it to me again, 
Obeying with my wind when I du blow, 
And yielding to another when he blows, 
Commanded always by the greater gust.” 

The Times counts its independence as 
among the most vaiued of its valuable as- 
sets. It regrets with mock sorrow that its 
critic permits itself to indulge in unpro 
voked and unwarranted fllngs. The Times 
enfertains a spirit of kindly feeling 
towards all journalists—even such malicious 
beach-combers of newspaperdom as have 
been washed by the adverse waves of for- 
tune into the sanctum of its contemporary. 
The Times therefore ventures to hope that

State Commission Heads an 
Opinion Into a State Law—Trains 
of More Than Four Cars Must 
Have Two B Col 
Rates Referred to Committee. 


Those who have watched with keen 
interest the ten-year campaign made 
by the jobbers in Los Angeles to secure 
equitable freight rates to the San 
Joaquin Valley are scarcely in the 
mood to appreciate the announcement 
that a final decision may not be ex- 
pected in the case now pending be- 
fore the State Board of Railroad 
Commissioners within two or three 
years. Already the case has been long 
on the docket and hearings have 
Gragged for several weeks, with only 
the Gan Francisco interests so far 
heard. The commissioners expect to 
eome here the 26th inset. to hear the 
local jobbers testify, and then hear- 
ings are to be held in Stockton, Fresno 
and Bakersfield and perhaps one or 


+. 


Now comes an unofficial statement 
from the board that the decision, when 
rendered in this case, will not be 
final. The last session of the Legisia- 
ture authorized the State board to 
make a physical valuation of the rail- 
roads. The appropriation for this 

is available July 1, at which 
time it is assumed the will be- 
spending the money. No engineer 
yet been employed to make the 
valuation. Tt cost the State of Wash- 
ington $200,000 and two years’ time 
to ascertain the physical value of the 
raliroads in that State, and there are 
many more miles of railroad in Cali- 
fornia than in Washington. Getting 
back to the effect on the San Joaquin 
Valley rate case, the chairman of the 
board is credited with saying that the 
hysical’ valuation will determine 
ly what the railroads should be 
allowed to charge for carrying freight 
and passengers, and that until the 
report is made as to physical valuation 
no final decision in the rate case will 
be made. Meanwhile the jobbers of 
Loc Angeles are concerned as to the 
$15,000,000 annual business In the San 
Joaquin Valiey. 

The Rallroad Commissioners have 
interpreted a puzzling section of the 
full-crewW bill passed by the last Leg- 
islature. The clause relates to the 
employment of two brakemen for 
every train with four or more passen- 
ger cars. The rafilroads construed this 
to mean cars for carrying passengers 
and not mall, ggage or express 
ears. But the Railroad Commissioners 
have declared that the law was not in- 
tended the way it reads, and that the 
raliroads must accept it as the law- 
makers intended to have it. In other 
words, any passenger 
more than four cars of any and every 
kind must have two brakemen. The 
order affects many trains, particularly 
on the branch lines.

In me simply because I claim a State 
which has conferred the rights of the 
ballot on women. We women of Col- 
orado take our privileges as a matter 
of course, and we no longer discuss the 
matter or think ourselves as in a 
way set apart or honored unduly. But 
} | in Washington the theme is rampant, 


either for or against, and I have talked | 
suffrage more in the two winters | 
that I have lived here than I would | 
twenty years at home. Everyope# 
here is impressed by the importatice 
of the question, whether he believes 
in its intrinsic Worth or not. Having 
voted ever since Colorado conferred 
the right in 1893, I can give some 
opinions at first hand, I find the main 
objection as expressed by the ‘antis’ 
in Washington, male and female, is 
that voting makes women masculine 
and that soon they will all want to 
neglect their homes and go gadding 
about the country, running for office. 
If that were true even in isolated 
eases, it would form a solid argument 
againstequal suffrage. But after more 
than eighteen years’ experience, it can- 
not be proven that the wives and 
mothers and home keepers, generally, 
of Colorado have contracted nomadic 
habits or that they seek office except 
in the cases of bread winners, who 
would make the same effort for lu-| 
crative employment with or without | 
the ballot. 

“We make a boast of the high | 
qualities of the woman of the Rockies 
and Colorado is in the foreground for 
such distinction. In a way, we are 
pioneer women and have helped to 
make our State's prosperity. We vote 
and ponder public questions for the 
ultimate good of our homes, our chil- 
dren, and our State, present and fu- 
ture. What I wish to emphasize is 
that the women of Colorado do vote 
which is more than can be said for 
the men. There are 30,000 more men 
than womerin the Centennia! State 
end yet the statistics of the last elec- 
tion show the feminine votes exceeded 
masculine ones from 43 to 51 per cent. 
We attend to our duties quietly and 
without ostentation and really all the 
fuss comes from outsiders who do not 
understand the conditions at all. 
Another feature is that married men 
attend to their civic duties more reg- 
ularly than single ones, which proves 
thatthe wife is an aid to the perform- 
ance of this sacred obligation. It is 
frequently stated that Colorado’ in- 
tends to withdraw the right of the 
ballot from women, that it has been 
found unsatisfactory and that the 
women themselves want to give back 
‘the privilege. Nothing is further from 
the truth.

“When Colorado was admitted to 
‘the Union, a clause in the Constitution 
said that the Lexislature may confer | 
the right to vote on women. The 
question was brought up and defeated | 
about ten or twelve years after the | 
State was admitted. In 1893 it was’ 
carried and women have voted on 
every question since that time. But 
about ten years, the Constitution was | 
amended to meet certain objections | 
about the right of foreigners to vote. 
Our State with many others had been 
so foolish as to grant a foreigner the 
privilege of voting as soon as he de- 
clared his intention to become a citi- 
zen. Consequently the foreign _ vote 
threatened to swamp matters and the 
issue was acute. The change regard- 
ing the status of foreigners was voted 
on by the people and had there been 
the least objection to women voting, 
it would have been challenged at the 
same time. But not a word was lodged 
against the privilege, so that this 
rumor must be placed against the 
over zealousness of the ‘antis.’ Cer-| 
tainly I never hear of it in Colorado. | 
It seems only some eastern women | 
who want to take the vote away, and 
‘not the men of Colorado. 

“Colorado women take their civic | 
duties seriously. I was much im- 
pressed when a prominent book seller 
of Denver told me that after the right 
to vote had been conferred on wom- 
en he had sold fifteen times more 
volumes on political economy, politi- 
eal history, pariiamentary law and 
these allied themes in six months than 
he had disposed of in ten years previ- 
ous. We showed a determination to 
go to the bottom of things and we still 
maintain clubs which instruct the 
novice in her duties. It makes an in- 
telligent and responsible lot of wom- 
en to whom grave issues may be 
safely trusted.” 
__ Mrs. Taylor is a handsome and vig- |

ington life and the opportunity to | 
study the essence ef things political | 
makes a powerful appeal.

The surveys made under Mr. Ocker- 
son's direction in 1910, and the sur- 
veys made at various tir-es for a 
levee down the slope of the delta 
eone to the northward of Volcano 
Lake, indicate clearly that the 
ground’s surface has a decided slope 
away from the Colorado River. At 
points near the south boundary line 
of Arizona this slope away 
from the river may be noted at 
about three feet per mile. 

EASTERN LEVER. 


On the east or left bank of the 
Colorado, there is a levee extending 
from Yuma to the south boundary line 
of Arizona, a distance of about twen- 
ty-five miles. This was constructed 
by the United States Reclamation 
Service as a part of the works of 
the Yuma project. Qn the opposite 
bank the levees constructed in 1906- 
07, tm connection with the closure 
of the breaks from the Colorado to 
the Alamo extend southerly from 
Pilot Knob, paralleling the east bank 
levee for about seven miles; thence 
swinging off obliquely away from the 
river. Below Ptlot Knob these levees 
are about 1500 feet apart. 

After the flood of 1910 the left bank 
levee was breached by bank erosion 
at a point about twelve miles below 
Yuma. The record for etability will, 
however, compare favorably with 
similar structures on more stable 
streams, particularly when the close 
proximity of the levees to the river 
is taken into account. 

One methed of flood control, which 
has been carried out in a measure by 
the California Development Company, 


which turns back from the river at 
a point about six miles below the in- 
ternational boundary line, and runs in 
a southwesterly direction. This levee 
is finished to a height of five feet 
above high water for a distance of 
fourteen miles. It ts covered with 
gravel, and a railroad track 
upon it. 

From the end of this levee there is 
an incomplete line of levee for a dis- 
tance of about eleven miles farther. 
This levee was constructed in the 
spring of 1910, and it is deficient in 
both height and section. . 

There is a gap of ten miles to 
the west end of the Volcano Lake levee, 
which is about seven mileg in length, 
and terminates at the — ground 
west of Volcano Lake. is latter 
levee is also too low to meet emer- 
gencies that might occur at any flood 
stage of the river.

During the high-water period of the 
year 190@ the outpouring of the flood- 
flow of the Colorado River into the 
Alamo and New River country caused 
a submersion of large areas in Lower 
California and in Imperial Valley. 
Towns and adjacent large agricul- 
tural areas in Imperial Valley were 
seriously menaced by the rising flood. 
Very soon, however, the flow of the 
water in the depression known as New 
River extended the New River bar- 
ranca upstream to and above Calexico, 
gullying out a gorge which was in 
some places a quarter of a mile wide 
and Poy forty to eight feet in 
depth. 

The upper end of the barranca is 
now about six miles south of the in- 
ternational boundary. 

The course of the flood westerly

Within a few days the hostile forces 
of the Farmers’ Protective Associa- 
tion and the Balaklala Copper Com- 
pany, will have their first skirmish 
in the war recently declared by the 
grangers.

June 15.—The 
Sting of the honey bee has been 
found to be an excellent cure for 
rheumatism, when applied systemical- 
ly.

There were men of place and power, of wealth and 
authority, in the days of Abraham, but they have left no 
such memory to the world as he. There were young 
men in the time of Jacob who were not forced to seek 
fortune in servitude away from home. But their names 
have all perished. Pharaoh had many courtiers around 
his throne when Joseph was the real ruler of Egypt, 
but not a jot of their doings has survived the dust of 
time. When David was a wanderer, hiding in caves, 
there were great men, rich men, in Jerusalem. Who 
were they? And who were those who asked in scorn: 
“Is not this the carpenter’s son?” Abraham founded a 
race. Jacob is the progenitor of a nation great in all 
time and great today in its wide dispersion over the 
earth. David left the world his songs. And “the car- 
penter’s son” is the leading figure in all the history of 
the world. His achievements far surpass those of any 
other son of man. He is after 2000 years the leader of 
all men among the most enlightened peoples of the 
earth, of those whose learning is most varied and gen- 
eral, of those whose philosophy is most profound, of 
those whose influence is greatest among all men. The 
Sun does not rise on a spot on all the globe where there 
is not a temple sacred to His name, and where men do 
not “bow the knee at the name-of Jesus.” Many mil- 
lions of the wisest, best men on earth worship as God 
“the carpenter’s son,” born in obscurity, raised in pen- 
ury, unaided by wealth, position or influence other than 
that the most purely personal by which any son of man 
ever struggled up to greatness, and He is the greatest of 
all, so much so that it seems irreverent to name any 
other name in connection with that of the Christ. 

Go out to another race of people and you find Socra- 
tes, the child of obscure parents, the product of penury, 
the man denied by fate a chance, the leader of his time, 
and still in our time looked upon as one of the greatest 
Philosophers of any nation, of any time, and his teach- 
ings still quoted as sound and full of wisdom by peoples 
all over the world, and in tongues unknown when he 
discoursed in Greek in Athens. . 

These reflections arise in connection with a series 
of articles published by a leading American magazine 
Setting forth again the life and works of Martin Luther, 
the child of poor German peasants, hard toilers in the 
dark recesses of a little mine. The prophet who was 
to be was himself a toiler in the mine, whose obscurity 
was not denser than that which surrounded the birth, 
caildhood and all the early years of this remarkable 
man. With a burning thirst for knowledge, he sang 
his way through the schools, soliciting alms at the doors 
of the wealthy, or rather pay for the sweet melodies 
that flowed from his throat in a voice of rarest purity 
of tone. Like King David, this peasant child had also 
the gift of genius, taught himself to play on instruments 
of music, composed his own verses, and set them to his 
own notes. He had the gift of eloquence as well as 
that of song, and could sway men’s reasons as well as 
stir the deepest sentiments of their souls. 

There were rich men and learned men in Athens 
when Socrates was discoursing his philosophy in such 
artless, simple way. There were great men and rich 
men in Germany, and there were sons of such when 
Luther was singing at their doors for coppers to buy 
bread and books and thus fit himself for the work he 
was to do. But of all the Athenians hardly one has 
left enough mark on the history of the world to protect 
his name from the gnawing tooth of time or the corrod- 
dng rust of the years, except the son of obscurity. Nor 
are there many of those who were in school with Martin 
Luther whose larger opportunities were so used as to 
make it worth while for men to preserve a record of 
them so much as even to convey their names to us. But 
the peasant boy has so impressed the race of men that 
his place in history is secure. His songs are still sung 
side by side with those of David in many languages; his 


works are still read with attention and profit by his own 


German people and by many whose tongue would be 
strange to the man whose name is borne by the theol- 
ogy of a large and progressive portion of the men of 
our day. 

About the time that Martin Luther was working In a 
German mine, over the narrow seas in England was a 
butcher in a small town who had a son apparently des- 
tined to cut meat carcasses for the village and thus 
earn a mere living by hard drudgery and in his time 
pass away and be forgotten. But Wolsey the butcher 
boy became Cardinal Wolsey the prelate whose ambi- 
tion aimed at the papal tiara and missed it by but a 
hair’s breadth. He was not only a distinguished prel- 
ate, but a great courtier and statesman who for years 
guided the policy of the imperious Henry VIII, King of 
England. Wolsey lives still in the great University of 
Oxford and in Hampton Court, now the residence of 
kings, as it has been since the death of the great eccle- 
silastic and statesman. 

If the Jews, the Greeks, the Germans and the Eng- 
lish owe much to their poor men who rose in spite of 
circumstances to greatness, they all must rank second 
to America in this respect. From the foundation of our 
government men of obscure origin have been among our 
wisest and ablest leaders in’ all the walks of life, and 
their influence has been preeminent over that of all 
their more fortunate fellow-citizens born in affluence 
and backed by other influences than their own in the

| their remarkable way in life in spite of adverse fortune. 
Of the greatest of all Americans it was asked almost 
in the same terms as in the case of the Master of all: 
“Is not this the rail splitter?” Abraham Lincoln was 
born in the backwoods in a hut having only three sides 
walled in. He dressed in the skins of wild animals, and 
learned to read at night after a hard day's toll, before 
the flickering light of a backlog. But to no man does 
America owe more than to this rail splitter so despised, 
so disdainfully spoken of by the great and wealthy of 
his day, while no one knows a letter in the names of 
those who held him in contempt. 

Nor is it merely in the realms gf philosophy, letters 
and statesmanship that so many men of obscure birth in 
America have so enriched the nation. As was asked 
of Lincoln: “Is not this the rail splitter?” so men said 
of Grant: “Is not this the tanner?” Yes. But as the 
rail splitter was the statesman of al! our history, so 
Grant ‘was the captain of all our history. And in our 
industries we can point to Edison the wizard, to Hunt- 
ington the railroad builder, to Harriman the financier, 
to Rockefeller the manufacturer, and to thousands of 
other Americans who, born in poverty and in obscurity, 
by force of persona! merit, of talent, of genius, wrought 
out great careers and !eft lives which must forever be 
memorable in the annals of our nation. 

Advantage, opportunity, chance, luck! They are all 
on the side of the boy born in obscurity, brought up in 
poverty. Provided he be endowed with the will that 
brooks no obstacle, with the mental! ability to conceive 
great thoughts, to plan great undertakings, the boy is 
all the more blessed who is not handicapped by wealth. 
He must develop what there is in him, and once that 
development has been accomplished no power on earth 
can hold the man of ability back. Many a great 
would never have been heard of outside the village 
where it was first pronounced if its bearer had been 
born in circumstances which would have made effort 
unnecessary. Many a boy has lived and left no mark 
behind him because he was so born and raised that he 
had not to make an effort by which his powers of mind 
and will might have been developed. The obscure, the 
poor, must make the most of their personal gifts. 
Hence they succeed. The rich boy has not to make the 
effort. His powers are never called into play. Hence 
so many of them fail.

FLIES, BUGS AND BACTERLA. 


HOW THE GOVERNMENT FIGHTS THOSE 
WHICH PREY ON FRUITS, 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


ASHINGTON (D.C.)—Come with me to the 

Agricultural Department and see how Uncle 

Sam is waging war on the flies, bugs and bac- 
teria which are injuring the farmer. He is finding them 
by the millions and he has scores of scientists who are 
rearing them, studying their habits and practicing how 
to destroy them. I went today through a number of 
laboratories where these little beings are cultivated. 
Some are so small that a billion or so can be crowded 
into a thimble, and they breed so rapidly that a single 
family will produce more than 1,600,000,000 children and 
grandchildren in a season, many generations being 
crowded into that time. 

Take for instance the San Jose scale, which has cost 
our fruit growers something like 200,000,000 and for 
which they are now spending millions to fight. I looked 
at it through the microscope in the Pomological Bu- 


vegetation is dormant, and if applied to every bit of the 
bark above ground it wipes out the scale. 

Moreover, the San Jose scale has no wings to fly from 
tree to tree, although the young can climb about from 
their little homes over the branches, and can be car- 
ried on the feet of birds to the other trees of the or- 
chard or to other orchards, which may be many miles 
off. it may also be blown by the wind a short distance 

The insect has so spread that there is scarcely a local- 
ity in the United States which is free from it, and the 
only salvation of an orchard is regular spraying from 
year to year. The scientists tell me the spraying 
should begin as soon as the trees are planted, for the 
scale may exist on the nursery stock, and a single fam- 
ily which may start with a space as big as the finger 
nail of a baby will soon populate not only your orchard, 
but also those of your neighbors. The insects live on 
the trees of the forests, so that tue only safe method is 
a wholesale slaughter each year.

The one I examined was among those on 
a peach limb which covered it as closely almost as the 
pores of your skin. Each scale is a waxy-like body not 
as big as the head of a pin. and the insect itself lies 
under this, using it as a shield while it sucks the life 
blood of the tree. 

The little being is male and female, and the sexes are 
married and have children not unlike human beings. 
The single female, however, will have 400 young in a 
season, and the young reach maturity so quickly that 
one little wife may produce 400 babies a year, while the 
offspring of one parent during a single season has been 
~stimated at more than 1,600,000,000 females. When it 
is remembered that there are colonies of this insect 
scattered throughout every orchard region of the United 
States from Northern Michigan to the Everglades of 
Florida and from Los Angeles to Delaware you may ap- 
preciate what a job it is to control them. | 


A Chinese Invasion. 


Talk about the Yellow Peril! This little animal came 
from across the Pacific. It was brought in on some 
peach stock imported from China and was ruining the 
orchards of Southern California when one of the farm- 
ers of that region gave his trees a wash of sheep dip. 
The dip was composed of a lime, salt and sulphur solu- 
tion, which had come from Australia. He was sur- 
prised to find that this liquid wiped out the scale. The 
fact was reported to the Agricultural Department, and 
then, as a result of its experiments, began the wholesale 
spraying which now goes on all over the country. Ev- 
ery winter or spring the commercial orchards of the 
United States are sprayed with this mixture. The con- 
centrated spray is too strong to use after the leaves 
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number of microscopists and other scientists were work- 
ing, and where there were long tables filled with glass 
jars. These were so covered as to prevent the inva- 
sion of bacteria, and they contained oranges which had 
been inoculated with fungus and given the right condi- 
tions for its development. I saw a large number of 
glass tnbes the mouths of which were plugged with 
cotton. Eacn tube contained a species of fungus, which, 
by the way, is one of the lower forms of vegetable life. 

Fungus is a sort of plant which feeds on other plants. 
It is a plant cannibal or parasite, as it were It is so 
small that you have to have a microscope to examine it, 
but it develops so rapidly that it soon eats up and de- 
stroys any fruit to which it attaches itself. I was shown 
a glass cage, something like a telephone booth, which 
was made by Mr. Waite that it might be bacteria-proof. 
This is in order that the men may work safely within 
it and that the fungus they are studying may not be 
affected by the other little pests flying around. This 
booth has a draft which forces the air in through sheets 
of cotton wool, so wadded together that the bacteria 
cannot go through them. It is this air that is breathed 
by the operator at work in the booth. 

In other places they were working on forms of fun- 
gus which affect the leaves and in others upon those 
which eat at the bark and heart of the tree. It was, in 
fact, a great medical laboratory devoted to tree diseases 
and their prevention. 


Insects Which Eat Millions.

“ROUGH-AND-READY DIPLOMACY.” 

In putting through the Panama Canal, President

rable 
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of the earth and lived the best, our country was the 
best market for Spanish raisins. Spain in those palmy 
days of the industry used to ship from the port of Mal- 
aga alone more than 2,000,000 boxes of raisins, each box 
holding twenty-two pounds of fruit, as now, and weigh- 
ing twenty-eight pounds gross. More than half of these 
crops came to the United States, and we took six times 
as many raisins from Malaga as went to Great Britain. 
Malaga was then as now the great raisin market of 
Europe. And as in the past the United States took the 
largest part of the output, so it took the best grades. 
The loss of the American market has proved a great 
detriment to the industry. In those times we paid at 
Malaga an average of $1.45 per box for loose Muscatel 
raisins. The clusters and other choice grades cost two 
and three times as much. The province of Denia in 
past times rivaled Malaga in the amount of raisins pro 
duced, but not in the quality. The Denia crop used to 
run at about 2,800,000 boxes a year, and these were 
valued at the place of production at $4,200,000. As in 
the case of Malaga so of Denia, the United States ceased 
to take nearly half the crop. From both ports our 
country took as high as 2,000,000 boxes, or about half 
the product of all Spain. The cost of Denia raisins in 
those days of low tariffs was more than $1 a box for 
the Denia product, an average price, and nearly $1.50 for 
loose Muscatels from Malaga. The cost in the United 
States was fully twice that price, and the consumer paid 
50 cents to $1 a pound for what went in his Christmas 
pudding or to be taken with the port wine at the end 
of the dinner.

California Output Greater and Better. 


The output of California raisins is now a little larger 
than the imports of thirty years ago, and the first 
cost is not much more than $3,000,000, and that to the 
consumer less than $5,000,000, so our people are getting 
more and better raisins than when we imported the 
crop, and saving to the consumer some $3,000,000, nearly 
half of the money at one time expended on a luxury. 

That the California 
raisin is better | am sure. The Malaga fruit is usually 
sun-dried, without processing. It is a sweet and pala- 
table food, but the skin is thick and the seeds many and 
very hard. When masticated, the best refuse to be re- 
duced to a pulp, but leave a residuum as dry as sawdust 
which must be rejected by any one who has respect to 
his health. The Denia raisin is more palatable and 
more tender. But it is because it goes through a very 
careful process of preparation. The Denia growers do 
this because they must. If sun-dried, the grape here 
nas so thick and tough a skin that the raisin would not 
be at all available as a tabie fruit without cooking. So 
the cooking is done first. The process consists in mak- 
ing a weak lye made from the refuse of the wine grapes 
and then cooking the raisins in this over a slow fire for 


in 1883 from Denia, where | am writing, the Consul 
says: “American ships.—None have visited this port 
for many years, the entire freight business between this 
port and the United States being done by English 
steamers, which from August to December average 
three a week, loading 200 to 1200 tons each.” Well, we 
are shipping no raisins now from Denia, but wherever 
we do take commerce from the business is done in for- 
eign bottoms as then. 


The Matter of Subsidies. 


Down the coast from Denia is Almeria, where the 
grapes are peculiar in their keeping qualities and in 
their flavor. These are all shipped away in natural con- 
dition, sometimes packed in boxes as they come from 
the vineyard, but later and for long transportation 
packed in cork dust. There as many as twenty steam- 
ers load grapes all the days between September and 
December, a good many of them for the United States 
direct or indirect, but the flag of our country never 
floats from a masthead. How can it be otherwise? In 
this current year of grace, to wit 1911, the Bureau of 
Manufactures at Washington printed a consular report 
from Hongkong in which our Coasul, George E. Ander- 
son, says. “The Togo Kiren Kaisha (the great steam- 


ship company of Japan) has been unprofitable for sev- 


some time at just the boiling point of water. It does 
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Raisins as Diet. 
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plus the gathering of the crop, which can come to $5 
more, or $10 for 3000 pounds of raisins. He sells his 
crop in the lump to those who pack the raisins for ship- 
ment at $150 to $175 or $180 for the one yield. Out of this 
he pays taxes and other expenses of the business, which 
he thinks will come to 80 per cent. of his total receipts. 
This would include pay for his labor if the work was 
hired. For the most part it is done by the peasant and 
his family. I am not taking the prices of this year, 
which are in the main 100 per cent. above average. I 
do not suppose the peasant gets all the benefit of this 
increase in value. He is doing well if half of it reaches 
his pocket. It is a fact that prices of all products of 
the farm are higher in Spain than twenty years ago, as 
they are the world over. Wages are higher, too, but 
one hears the same story here as‘in America, that while 
wages have gone up perhaps one-third the cost of living 
to the laborer has risen much more. 


Cost of Production. 

But as to cost of production, here are the facts. These 
vineyards are cultivated twice a year only. They are 
not irrigated at all as a rule. The cost of labor is not 
more than 25 to 35 cents a day. I estimate that a man 
should do one acre in two days and that the cost would 
be as low as 50 cents for each treatment, or $1 for the 
year. For gathering the crop I allow 50 cents a ton, 
and for curing about the same, making the total actual 
cost of labor for four and a half tons but a little over $5 
an acre. Above I have put this at twice what I work 
out here in an effort to be fair, and is it not 
enough? How much will it cost in Fresno to cure the 
crop from an acre of vines in raisin grapes? Will it 
cost $407? If so, then I am right, for labor here is worth 
25 to 35 cents a day and there it costs at least $1.50, or 
six times as much. At®that rate the Fresno man would 
pay out $60 an acre for cultivation and gathering and 
curing a good crop. I am not figuring irrigation, which 
here costs nothing; if it is done the expense is too small 
to distribute over the crop. Nor do I! figure taxes, which 
are not much higher, if any, than in California. 
Neither do I put in the interest on the investment. 
Money is worth here 4 per cent., there 6 per cent. If 
an acre there and here is worth $100, the difference for 
this is only that between $40 and $60, and when distrib- 
uted to 3000 pounds of cured product comes to only 
about half a cent, and that in favor of the Spaniard. 

‘A late government report put last year’s exports of 
raisins in Spain at a value of $3,714,300. Fresh grapes 
sent export were valued at $2,012,200. The vines of 
the country were valued at $16,310,000, which would 
make the products of the grape in all forms come to 
probably not less than $25,000,000. As to prices, a ref- 
erence to the value of vines as given in an article on 
these will confirm my low estimate as to the cost of 
raisins. For if wine can be turned out at a market 
price of less than 2 cents a quart racked off of the 
lees, surely the cost of dried grapes (raisins) cannot be 
high. The price of grapes to make wine at 2 cents a 
quart or 8 cents a gallon would be less than half a cent 
a pound, probably not more than a quarter of a cént. 
The curing of three pounds of grapes into one of raisins 
where labor is as low as 10 cents to 20 cents for women 
and not over 50 cents for men is small. Again I must 
warn the reader of the fact that all kinds of fruits and 
all their products in Europe are commanding prices 
much above the average of five years. They are twice 
as high as for the year 1909, when the crops were ex- 
cessive, and at least a third above the average. 


RU BBER CROWDING TEA OUT. 


The tea tasters in Mincing Lane are in for a hotter 
time of it than usual, and those who knew anything 
concerning that mysterious art are fully aware that at 
the best it is anything but a sinecure. 

They are being called upon to exercise more than 
their usual amount of ingenuity in the matching, in 
both taste and appearance, of various Ceylon-grown teas 
of the cheaper grade. The explanation lies in the fact 
that the “low country” districts in Ceylon, the birth- 
places of cheap teas, have been sacrificed for the plant- 
ing of rubber trees. 

It is doubtful whether any cheap Ceylon-grown 
teas will be upon the market in twenty years’ time. 
Rubber needs a damp neighborhood for its production, 
and for this reason the low-lying lands are the ones 
needed, up-country districts being practically unaffected

INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS.

American State Department has found it necessary 
to throw off the drowse of the past and become ex- 
ceedingly active.

Setting World Trade.

States. In the 200 years that this nation has taken 
in growing out of its swaddling clothes it had de 
veloped, in 1900, a business with the outside world 
amounting to two billion dollars a year. In the first 
decade of the present century that business jumped 
by more than an additiona! billion. The United States 
had neven realized an ambition to become a world 
power previous to the Spanish-American War. That 
war caused not only her statesmen, but her merchants 
to begin to look abroad. The statesmen found a fer- 
tile field for national influence and the merchants 
found a prospective market for all they might produce. 

The consular service of this nation already had 
representatives at every important post in the world, 
but those representatives had been performing com-

America produced, and she had never thought of going 
beyond that market.

In Mr. Roosevelt's time the spoils system was finally 
done away with, and under Mr. Knox the red blood of 
business activity is being sent through the whole con- 
sular structure.

To that post has been ap- 
pointed Wilbur J. Carr of New York, one of the most 
experienced young Officials of the department. He has 
served in the State Department since 1892. He has

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Grugh the work of the division of near | state to advise the President as to the extension of 


President Castro. It was this division that prevented 
the so-called Monte Carlo bill going through the 
Cuban Legislature. It was this division that en 
gineered the downfall of Zelaya and established 
Estrada as President of Nicaragua. It prevented the 
steamship Hornet, belonging to the Bonilla faction in 
Honduras, from taking part in the recent war. It 
aided in securing for American firms a twenty-two 
million-dollar contract for building battleships for the 
Argentine navy. It secured mediation between Peru 
and Ecuador when they were recently on the verge 
of war. 

In fact, the division of Latin-American affairs is 
the liveliest influence in the affairs of the nations to 
the south that there is in the world today. It is the 
policy of the United States to be the big sister to the 
other republics of the western hemisphere and _ to 
bring to all of them peace, prosperity and stability of 
government. This is no smal] assignment, even for 
so active a nation as the United States, and the indi- 
vidual men who are carrying out this policy must 
have no small amount of diplomatic experience and tact. 


Other New Ventures. 


A division of Western European affairs has been 
created under the supervision of the Third Assistant 
Secretary of State, Chandler Hale. This division has 
charge of those routine matters relating to negotia- 
tions with the Western European countries, and is 
just now working upon the proposition to save the 
fur seals of our Alaskan islands from extermination. 
The amelioration of the conditions to be found in 
Liberia is another of its present activities. 

But above all this division of Western European 
affairs is the entertainment bureau of our State De- 
partment. Whenever distinguished guests are formally 
received by the government arrangements are made 
through Chandler Hale. Whenever newly-accredited 
representatives of foreign nations arrive in Washing- 
ton and are to be presented to the President, it is this 
division of the State Department that arranges the 
,details, That delicate matter of precedence in the 
formal society of the nation’s capital is settled by 
this same Third Assistant Secretary of State. And

The sentence of death by hanging was passed on 
Richardson July 12 That night a provost marshal 
came to the jail where the two men were confined, and 
informed them of the sentence. They were to be 
hanged at sunrise next day. The opportunity was given 
Richardson to take the oath of allegiance, but he re 
fused to do this. A minister who had known him in 
Athens happened to be in Murphreesboro, and after his 
efforts to secure the Confederate captain's relief had 
failed, he came to the cell on the night sentence was 
given, and spent part of the night with the two men. 

In the meantime, the Confederate spy had managed 
to slip word through to the South of the plight of him- 
self and the innocent prisoner of war. It was a forlorn 
hope, but it was the means by which help came to the 
two men just before daylight on the day of their pro 
posed execution

The Virginia Military Institute had an important 
place in the ediication of the men who led the Confed 
erate forces. From among its graduates and students 
that school furnished five major-generals, twenty-one 
brigadier-generals, eighty-nine colonels and 117 cap- 
tains to the Confederate forces. 

Senator John R. Thornton of Louisiana has a long 
record of Confederate service, although he served as a 
private throughout his entire enlistment.

A Famous Tree. 


LAND MARK OF CALIFORNIA TRAIL 
PERPETUATED IN STONE. 


By T. R. Porter. 


ENTRAL CITY (Neb.) June 12.—The famous 

“Lone' Tree” which stood almost in the center of 

the United States and under wi ose wide branches 
rested thousands and thousands of gold hunters of "49 
en route to the Ei Dorado of the Pacific Coast, has 
been perpetuated in marble and a facsimile in stone has 
just been erected on the spot once occupied by, the 
famous old landmark. 

The “Lone Tree” was the best-known camping ground 
on the old California trail, and from 1849, when the gold 
seekers rushed across the great plains, down to the 
completion of the Union Pacific Railroad, the old tree 
stood out boldly as a guide-post to the wagon trains 
trekking westward. After the railroad was completed 
and there was no further use for its help, the tree died. 

it was an immense cottonwood, four feet in diame 
ter and very tall. Being one of the few trees between 
the Missouri and the Rockies, it soon became the best- 
known landmark on the trail. As a further mark of 
distinction, the old tree stood almost in the-center of

HOW THE DUTCH LIVE ON AN ISLAND 
IN THE CARIBBEAN. 


By Alfred C. Pickells. 


ICTURE an island barely ten miles wide and 
p twenty miles long, fringed with white, bleached 


Sand backed by somber gray rocks and a mass of 


ereen foliage, topped by half a dozen small peaks of 


_ brown clay, the whole centered in a broad expanse of 


deep blue and tinted with a purple haze, and you have 
before you the little Dutch island of Curacao in the 
Caribbean Sea. 

Drawing nearer toward the harbor entrance on the 
southern side of the island, Willemstad, the capital, 
comes into view with the riot of the light and color of a 
sunburst. It is like a picturesque section of old Dord- 
recht transplanted to the West Indies. The city, low 
and squatty, presents the appearance of confused jum- 
ble of houses colored pink and yellow, blue and green, 
with red-tiled roofs lined with white edges and shaped 
into the queer gables and dormer windows of the Old 
Fatherland. It reminds one of an Orienta] toy shop. 
Here and there to the east and west are the white, 
thick-walled and red-topped buildings of a plantation. 

With the approach to the harbor the deep blue of 
the Caribbean turns to a light green, through which the 
channe!] winds visibly. Yet with this apparently easy 
trail the steamship must await the pilot, for those light 
green shades denote jagged coral shoals. As they tell 
of danger to the ship they also give a hint of the island's 
make-up. 

It requires more than an hour after the pilot boards 
the ship for it to reach its docks inside the harbor. Very

History eays that Curacao was first discovered by 
Hojeda in 149., and until the sixteenth century was oc- 
cupied by Spanish settlers. In those days such island 
possessions could be seized by the mere taking, for the 
affairs of the Old World had not spread thus far west 
and garrisons were small. In 1632 a Dutch admiral cap- 
tured the small garrison in the old Spanish citade! that 
had been built at the foot of Goat Mountain, subjugated 
the few Spanish settlers, and planted the flag of the 
Netherlands. 

The Dutch held it unti) 1807, but not without a great 
deal of fighting. First came the pirates, to whom the 
Dutch finally allowed harbor privileges. Then came 
the English, whom they beat off by a decisive battle on 
the plain of Santa Barbara. But the English finally 
conquered it and held it from 1807 to 1815, when they 
ceded it back to Holland by the Treaty of Amiens. 

In late years it has become the refuge of the political 
exiles from Colombia, Santo Domingo, Haiti and Vene- 
zuela, and very frequently the headquarters of the plot- 
ters against those countries. During the last defense 
of his administration, ex-President Castro made it the 
object of both his spite and his convenience. In 1908 
the business of preparing for the struggle in Venezuela 
on its shores by both government and revolutionary 
troops became so great that the Dutch Governor came 
out with a decided stand for neutrality. Castro at once 
issued a decree that goods for the western ports of 
Venezuela from the United States and other countries, 
which had always been transshipped at Willemstad, 
must thereafter pass through Porto Cabello, on the 
north Venezuelan coast, otherwise they would not be 
admitted.

It 
ean hardly be said that it guards the entrance, for it 
is only a low, antiquated, irregular structure of granite 
that is slowly crumbling into an unheeded decay. It 
contains a few rusty cannon, and is garrisoned by a 
company of short, rounded Dutch soldiers dressed in 
light blue jackets and white trousers and wearing police 
helmef.. 

- Passing this narrow entrance brings the steamer into 
a wide lagoon, the most securely landlocked harbor in 
the Caribbean. To effectually describe it best would be 
to use Capt. Kidd's own words, for it was once his favor- 
ite headquarters: 

“The entrance is narrow, but once inside there is 
plenty of water, and a ship can lie here in safety, com- 
pletely hidden from the sea by the bills.” 

On the right is the town of Willemstad, populated by 
the Dutch colonists and the foreign residents; on the 
left is Overzijdg, the city of the natives. Only about a 
quarter of a mile of water surface separates the two, 
and one can easily hear the guttura! tones of the Dutch 
on one side and the chatter of the native jargon on the 
other. It is really one big city divided by water. 

Refore the vessel can reach its dock it must await the 
opening of the queer little bridge that connects the 
two towns. It is, in fact, nothing more than a string 
of little boats over which a flexible plank walk is laid.

chaos of rocks the perpetual change of step becomes 
tiresome. Then by way of relief one strikes the back 
of a long smooth reef, dipping seaward. It has held 
back a great pool of clear salt water in Which shoals of 
small striped fish are swimming and feeding. Crabs 
with enameled shells, black and red or yellow, scuttle 
into the weedy crevices; the overhanging eaves of rock 
are studded with anemones, fleshy lumps-half-smothered 
in sand and fragments of shell. A beach like this is 
full of interest at low tide; and, the coast being deeply 
indented, every corner hides a new scene. 

Only points of importance are named on the map. 
But here juts out a headland so like a ruinous tower 
that it immediately suggests the name Castle Point. 
After rounding it, Portuguese Bend comes into sight. 
For a mile ahead the shore line runs nearly straight. 
fhe parallel cliffs diminish to low banks where they 
meet the huge outthrust of Portuguese Point, looming 
dark and high. The sheltered angle is the “Bend.” It 
was a whaling station, they say, in the olden time of 
Dana’s “Two Years Before the Mast;” and the lone 
white cabins which stand out against the broken hum- 
mocky background may be a legacy of the whalers. 
she bay is completely protected from westerly storms, 
but lies open to the southeast. No tall ships anchor 
there now; only a fishing boat and the steam launch 
which carries excursignists over from Long Beach. 

The last of the ebb has uncovered hard, firm sands 
on which a multitude of gulls are taking their ease. 
Out on some tide-washed rocks pelicans, white and gray, 
stand stiffiy, with their necks curved back like interro- 
gation marks. And here lies a genuine relic of the 
past: the bleached vertebra of a whale. -Plug the hole 
through which the spinal cord passed with a cork, and 
the socket of the joint would make a large wash basin. 
Perhaps it is a fragment of the last whale beached here, 
one wonders how many years sincé. 

The cabin at the Bend carries a sign with the legend 
“Silk Hat.” The connection of this with an old whal- 
ing station is not obvious, but there happens to be no 
one around to solve the mystery. The trail that climbs 
up past the buildings leads over the back of the head- 
land, and then drops down to a very picturesque little 
bay. Landlocked by two long capes which jut far out 
to the southward, it might be the pirate’s haven of 
a Treasure Island. The cliffs here are steeper 
and of a denser composition; the coast more rockbound. 
In spite of this the waves have worn a needle’s eye 
cleah through the westerly horn of the bay. The tide 
comes in through the passage with a hollow rumble and 
splash. Swallows flit in and out of the archway. in the 
niches of which they are nesting. The beach is ele- 
vated, and the end of the point comes down upon a 
solid platform of rock that shows no signs of being sub- 
merged at high tide. Passing round the promontory, 
further progress is checked by a wide trench of uncer- 
tain depth through which the sea is Surging. It leads 
into the other end oi the tunnel, and shows from which 
uarter the work was excavated by the current. 

Here, then, our beach tramp came perforce to an end. 
The objective point had been reached in three hours 
from Point Firmin, or thereabouts. It remained to 
take a good long rest under the lee of the rocks, and 
then return by another way as far as practicable 

That is always good policy on a walking round trip. 
The homeward route, too, should be shorter and easier, 
if possible, than the outward in order to stave off that 
tired feeling. The plan here was to pick up the ranch 
road somewhere on the mesa back of the “Silk Hat.” A 
narrow weed-grown trail was discovered, which wound 
through a gap in the cliffs and led to a great barn where 
some more Japanese were at work. 

Underfoot, the surface, a crumbling adobe, proved as 
easy as a cinder track. The point of view was changed. 
For this mesa road is terraced high. perhaps 300 feet 
higher than the beach. Close by on the left hand rose 
the hills, gentle undulations like the South Downs of 
the English coast. They had changed their green gar- 
ment for tnat robe of early summer which is woven of 
so many tints; into which the sages put pearly*gray and 
the bee flowers stands of purple, which the mustard 
splashes with vivid yellow. On the right the long slope 
was more or less occupied with green crops, whose 
thrifty condition testified to the skill of the Japanese as 
“dry” farmers, fér no signs of irrigation were apparent. 
For leagues the channel spread out its level blue, fad- 
ing into the misty horizon. 

It is no thoroughfare, this ranch road, and therefore 
somewhat weed-grown and pleasantly dust-free. No hu- 
man wayfarers were encountered. But rabbits popped 
in and out of the herbage; squirrels scuttled away 
flourishing their tails; from all sides came the sweet 
fluting of many meadow larks; glossy blackbirds 
swooped down, showing their scarlet shoulder knots. A 
strange bird, half sky-blue, half white, swings for an 
instant on a stalk, and is gone. What was it? Maeter- 
linck’s bluebird in flesh and feathers, or a lazuli bunt- 
ing? Anyhow, there is such a bird as a lazuli bunting. 

Half-way back the moaning at the bar was plainly 
heard: the strange bell-like sound that comes from the 
warning signal off Point Firmin, where you see the red 
cone. By this easy route it took only two hours and a 
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quarter to reach the trolley end from Portuguese Point. 
Say seven miles for the return and nine going out; a 
round trip of sixteen. . 

But one word before leaving Point Firmin. Don't 
be in too great a hurry to go home. The hour before 
sunset in summer is often of exquisite beauty here. Go 
to that angle of the coast where you can look down 
upon the breakwater and a wonderful panorama of a 


clear evening, all the breadth and depth of the land is

Religion forms the warp and woof not only of the 
college and its attaches and students, but of the busi- 
ness interests as well. Talk with the Baldwin banker, 
barber, druggist or liveryman for five minutes and he 
will say something about the religious spirit that per- 
vades the townsite. And he speaks of it in a friendly 
way, too. He seenis to take great pride in it. The 
spirit of the people is so entirely different from ‘hat of 
other towns that it is very noticeable as well as_ re- 
freshing. 

Once upon a time Baldwin had a Commercial Club, run 


on the same lines as such clubs are ru” ».n in other 
towns. It failed of its purpose. The *" “sess wen 3a) 
it was due to the lack of true Baidy » «niric. which 


being interpreted means that it lacked the thread of re- 
ligion in its fabric. ' 

Another club has now arisen in the ashes of the Com- 
mercial Club and it is accomplishing ali sorts of things 
in town development. It is the Metlodist Brother- 
hood. When some one thinks of a scheme that will help 
the town he presents it to the Methodist Brotherhood, 
which gives it consideration. If it is approved then the 
brotherhood gets behind and pushes with all the vim of 
the Kansas City Commercial Club. If the brotherhood 
disapproves it the scheme is dropped. 

Every business man in the town being a Methodis 


; belongs to the brotherhood, and all take great interest 


in the club and its work. The brotherhood meets once 


a month, and all the business houses close, except the 


drug store, so that the proprietors and clerks can at- 
tend the meeting. The brotherhood aroused interest in 
municipal improvements until the town now has a 
complete sewer system, electric lights and water works. 

It is working on a Fourth of July celebration at pres- 
ent and a farewell reception to Dr. Murlin, retiring pres 
ident of Baker. These things are cited simply to show 
the wide scope of its work, . 

A stranger is soon impressed with the seeming eccen- 
tricities of the town. For instance, the hotel will not 
keep cigars in stock for its customers. The proprietor 
doesn't believe in smoking. One druggist keeps cigars, 
the only ones in town. A stranger noticed that the 
cigar case was rather empty and asked about it. 

“Oh, we had quite a run last week,” said the druggist. 
“and I haven't got around to ordering any more.” For 
many years, it is said, it was impossible to buy a cigar 
in the town. 

Methodists own and run Baldwin, the Presbyterians 
have a slight toehold in one of the suburbs and the 
Catholics have a church with a dozen or so members 
over near the railroad.

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OUR BEST ROSES. 


RESULTS OF PERSONAL EXPERIENCE 
WITH DIFFERENT VARIETIES. 


By Ernest Braunton, 


LTHOUGH England and Oregon, two places hav- 

ing very similar climates, may grow finer roses 

than Southern California, as may the bay region 
roundabout San Francisco, none of these sections can 
produce flowers over so large a portion of the year. 
We may also have very fine roses here if we will but 
choose those best adapted to our gardens and not look 
to other States and countries for our new sorts, That 
is, we should buy the latest and best from local nursery- 
men who have tried out large numbers for a year or 
two, or more, before placing them before a confiding pub- 
lic. Furthermore, not all good roses do well every year, 
despite the fact-that they receive similar treatment 
each year. The writer has 135 roses that have been 
planted three years—some of them four years—and 
the flowers vary much in the different sorts from year 
to year. 

Each year, for many years, the writer has recorded 
what has proven to be the most satisfactory roses for 
that particular year. This year will be no exception. 
There are a few old “stand-bys” that should be with 
us always, and in annual bloomers we should keep 
both the white and the Pink Cherokee and Beauty of 
Glazenwood. Kaiserin Augusta Victoria, either the bush 
or the climbing variety, is worthy a place in any garden. 
So, too, in bush roses the old Magna Charta cannot be 
surpassed. In very early spring it should be cut back 
very heavily, and from April to June it will produce a 
crop of large, showy blossoms not surpassed by any 
rose. With this one, as with all others herein men- 
tioned, the writer is speaking from actual experience 
gained in his own garden. 

This year the first fine roses came from Peace, a 
very large, semi-double rose that is pure white in the 
bud, changing to blush as it opens. This was closely 
followed by Mad. P. Rivror, nearly white outside, deep 
ening to a light buff in ¢he center. At the same time 
came a fine rose for early spring cutting, named Madam 
Vermorel, a light and glorious pink, with glossy foliage 
second to none. Then came other fine ones such as 
President Carnot, Betty, Franz Deegan, Madam Leon 
Pain, all beauties of the highest type. In the climbers 
the best has been Francaisse Crousse, the most per: 
fect double red rose the writer has ever seen, far sur 
passing Climbing Wootton, beside which it grows. An 
other splendid climber is Caroline Testout, and a most 
vigorous grower. The old Celine Forestier has proven 
very fine, but lacks sufficient length of stem for cut 
ting. Theré are numerous new roses now on trial by 
local growers, and we hope soon to write of some of 
thém that trial has proven well adapted to this cli- 
mate and having merit above the average sorts grown 
hereabout. 


Dandelions in Lawns. 
OME one asks for a remedy for the dandelion pests 


in lawns. The writer knows of but one aside from | 


digging them out. With a piece of large wire sharp 
ened at one end, a scratch awl, or similar instrument, 
punch a hole down into the crown of each plant and 
drop in a few drops of any strong acid, using a smal! 
dil can. There are some who claim to have killed them 
merely by dropping the acid on the center of the plant. 
The writer rid his own law of thousands by simply dig 
ging them up, and does not consider their eradication 
a very hard job. 


The Carob or St. John’s Bread. 


A COUPLE of weeks ago George W. Rurton gave a 
very interesting account of his investigations in 
Spain concerning the value and uses of the beans 
grown on the Carob (Ceratonia siliqua.) Nevertheless 
brt little was told that has not, from time to time, ap- 
peared in this department, for the tree has been grown 
on a commercial scale for many centuries, and is well 
known in Southern California. The trees nearest to 
the center of Los Angeles are two in front of the house 
on the southwest corner of Main and Fourteenth streets, 
which have twice been figured in this department. Not 
only may you get a bulletin concerning them from 
Washington, but the government has been sending out 
cuttings of the very best sorts grown for food. The 
writer knew of a lot of thuee going begging in this city 
last spring and Lelieves they were thrown away. The 
tree does not grow very fast in our climate, and for 
that reason has not proven a favorite for street plant- 
ing. 


White Flowers. 


HE Bindekunst has the following to say concerning 
the prevalence of white among flowers: 

“Botanists say that nearly one-third of all plants have 
white flowers. This color predominates in some fami- 
lies, as lilies, narcissus, saxifraga and others. The 
color of the flower is said to have direct bearing on its

It is a curious fact that many plants with colored flow- 
ers will produce occasionally white tiowers, occasionally 
side by side, with those of their own color. These albi- 
nos are generally found among blue flowers, less often 
with red, and rarely with yellow flowers. Botanists do 
not agree as to the cause of this aberration. Some 
white flowers assume a reddish tinge in northern re- 
gions; this is due to anthocyan and probably serves to 
transform light into heat.” 


Cocoa Paims in Pernambuco. 


ROM our government representative stationed in 
tropical Brazil we glean the following interesting 
facts about the cocoa palm: 

“Pernambuco is situated in the center of the tropi- 
cal section of Brazil, within which the cocoa palm 
grows most luxuriantly. The cocoa palm seems to be 
indigenous to the district which extends from the vicin- 
ity of Bahia, on the south to Parahyba, on the north,

opment In the vicinity of Pernambuco. 

“The cocoa palm is one of the most beautiful and at- 
tractive natural adornments of many of the public 
parks and private gardens of this city and environs, 
often attaining a height of from eighty to ninety feet. 
The trunk is without branches, and the leaves, which 
cluster in a tuft at the top, are from fifteen to twenty 
feet in length. At the base of the leaves the nuts hang 
in clusters, the number varying from three to fifteen, 
j}according to the age and condition of the tree. Occa- 
sionally cocoa palms are found which do not bear nuts, 
and these attain even a greater height, their sterility 
seeming to augment their virility and consequent at- 
tractiveness.

Parkway Planting. 


a HE Park Commissioners shall have the power 
to designate the position, the kind, or variety of 
trees, palms, or shrubs that may be planted in or along 
the sidewalk space in the streets of said city; to fix the 
distances apart that they shall be placed; to remove any 
or all such trees, palms, or shrubs considered by them 
to be objectionable, and to enforce rules concerning 
their protection and culture. 

“Every person, firm or corporation shall before set- 
ting out or planting any such trees, palms, or shrubs, 
along any premises bordering any such streets, make 
& written application to the Park Commissioners and 
obtain a permit so to do before entering upon the 
work. Such application shal! state the place where it 
is proposed to set out or plant such trees, palms, shrubs, 
the position and the variety or kind thereof. 

“It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion to allow any hedge to remain untrimmed or in such 
condition that any part thereof shall project over the 
property line in the sidewalk or street.” Such are the 
present restrictions on street planting now in force in 
Santa Monica, and it is expected before long that al! 
our cities will have still more drastic laws so that the 
municipality shall absolutely control the parkway and 
do its own planting on al! streets.

Thus it would seem that the lighter breeds, such as 
Leghorns, Hamburgs, Blue Andalusians, etc, “run out” 
as egg machines much sooner than the English and 
American classes. A preference was also expressed for 
the ordinary way of feeding over the dry-hopper system.

Beneficial insect Ciaims. 


a grower of cantaloupes writes that he has tried 

a consignment of ladybirds upon his aphis infesta- 
tions this spring; that the aphis has done no damage 
and wants to know if we claim that the ladybirds should 
be depended upon under all circumstances to control 
the pests that have on certain occasions made melon 
growing in the Imperial Valley. very uncertain. We 
make no such claims, nor do we have the means of de- 
termining to what extent the ladybirds are responsible 
for the immvunity of the melons from aphis attack this 
season. It is enough to know that the ladybirds are 


A CORRESPONDENT living in Imperial county and 


voracious feeders and that their natural food is other 
insects, chief of whieh are the aphids. We also know 
that every cantaloupe grower is in favor of continuing 


the dissemination of the ladvbirds. and that all the grow- 
ers from whom we have.heara believe that these in- 
sects are truly beneficial and in some cases the grow- 
ers have reported that these predators fliave saved their 
melon crop. Whether one should depend altogether 
upon these insect friends cannot be determined by other 
than the grower. But the subject of the continuance of 
the distribution of the ladybirds is not a question for 
argument as far as the insectary department of the 
State is concerned. 

There is now in the insectary a barley sackful of 
prune boughs. They were placed in a tent in one of 
the breeding cages a few days ago, and now there are 
issuing from the brown apricot scale upon these boughs 
such myriads of Comys fusca that the constant work of 
two men cannot gather them as fast as they emerge. 
We are sending out these helpful flies by the hundred 
thousand every day. Whether the apricot grower or 
the prune grower should depend upon this most effec- 
tive parasite to control the scale is a moot question, and 
must be settled by the party most interested. It is the 
business of the insectary to collect and breed and dis- 
tribute all the parasitic and predatory insects. that the 
funds and the machinery of the institution wil) admit 
of, and let those who wish argue as to the benefits that 
may be derived. As long as the crowers are satisfied 
that good work is being done ft will be continued.

Cost of Citrus-fruit Production. 


VERY one must see the vital benefits that should 

arise from the plan the Citrus Protective League 
has inaugurated for accounting upon some 200 orange 
and lemon groves to show by actual figures the cost of 
producing and selling our citrus fruits. The plan will 
embrace the following points: Cost of producing up to 
the time of packing; the cost from the picking to the 
ear: the freight rates; the cost of distributing and sell- 
ing. Not only should this plan be helpful In case an 
attack is made upon the tariff schedule, but it will have 
a wholesome effect upon the business in many other 
ways. All too little is known about the economics of 
fruit production, and yet it may be said in behalf of the

Pomona Citrus Acreage. 


HE Pomona fruit district is the subject of a late re- 

port of great value to irrigators at large and indis- 
pensable to growers along the foothill region of Los 
Angeles county, east of Glendora. The report shows 
that there are 8779 acres of citrus fruits, including 365 
acres of lemons at Azusa and Glendora in the San Dimas 
Lemon Association, and the acreage of the Walnut Fruit 
Growers Association. In addition to the producing or- 
chards there are about 2500 acres of young citrus trees 
making a total of 10,739 acres of citrus fruits in the 
Pomona district. 

The title of this valuable report is “The Use of Un- 
derground Water for Irrigation at Pomona.” It is 
known as Bulletin No. 236, and is issued under the 
direction of the chief of irrigation inspection, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington. The map of the San 
Antonio Basin Ts worth the few cents that may be 
charged for the bulletin. The work describes the organ- 
izations for pumping water, pumping installations, meth- 
ods of distributing water, methods of applying it, duty, 
cost and future use of the water. The maps and illus- 
trations are as follows. Map of the Pomona Valley and 
San Dimas; plate, gravels at mouth of San Dimas Can- 
yon; electrical pumping plant; laying concrete pipe; 
pumping plant and reservoir: orchard irrigation with 
concrete stands; destroying furrows by cultivation: irri- 
gation with surface pipes. This publication should be 
in the hands of every fruit grower in the Pomona dis-

term ‘scale b:oeder’ in this citrus country arouses en- 
mity at once tow wird anything it is applied to. I feel 
sure that it is wrongfully applied to the pepper tree. 
That it is often used by those who do not know what 
they are talking about, I know it to be a fact. That 
black seale is sometimes found on the pepper is true. 
That the tree especially encourages the breeding of the 
insect I have found no good reason to believe. What 
locations have given you the impression that it ‘has be- 
come the scrubbiest, most disreputable and altogether 
worthless of the lot’ I cannot conceive. 

“IT have had occasion to visit many of our Southern 


In not a single case has the scale trouble 
been mentioned to me, and in no town have I found pep- 
per trees as a rule worthy of the above description. 
We find shabby pepper trees in most places, but so far 
as my observation and examination has gone we find 
other causes than the scale amply sufficient to account 
for the condition.

Onion Sets by Wholesale. 


ORRESPONDENCE from Santa Ana, Orange county. 

gives details of very large production of onion sets 
for export which are very interesting. The Murdock 
onion-packing-house, five miles west of Santa Ana, is the 
largest establishment of the sort in the country per- 
haps. There are seventy acres in the ranch, thirty-five 
of which are given to growing onion sets for the grow- 
ers. During the early history of the ranch, onions 
were produced for the market, but the growing of seed 
and “sets” was found more profitable. Last year 140 
tons were shipped over the entire country. 

The early varieties, the seed for which comes from 
the Island of Madagascar, are the Crystal Wax and the 
White Bermuda.

Thence the elevator takes the onions to the grading ma- 
chine, which separates them into four classes according 
to size, and from which another elevator carries them 
upstairs, where final sorting takes place. Here is 
a long row of machines, before each of which an oper. 
ator sits to Inspect the sets as they pass along the car-'| 
riage, while the defective sets are cast out. 
ble sorting insures a high-grade product. From here 
the onions drop back to the ground floor, where they 
are sacked and crated for shipment. Al! the machin- 
ery was invented by G. A. Murdock. The shipments are. 
made from Westminster, about twenty tons being placed | 
in acar. The average per acre is close to four and a 
half tons. The highest yield on record here is ten 
tons, while six and seven are frequent.—[Pacific Rural 
Press. 


is to be referred. It is not at all impracticable that 
it can be utilized in its present form in many parts of 
Arizona, as well as in some parts of Southern Utah, Ne- 
vada and Southern Oregon. It is obviously drought- 
resistant, a point of the very greatest interest, both bo- 
tanically and agriculturally, and its introduction into 
the United States will undoubtedly lead to the inaugu- 
ration of a new era in the breeding of citrus fruits. This 
very interesting fruit is now introduced for the first 
time at the suggestion of Walter T. Swingle, because of 
its resistance to cold, drougnt, and hot spells during 
winter. He believes it may be of the greatest impor- 
tance in the breeding of c trus fruits. The seeds, which 
are quite small, germinate very readily, and in ten days 
from the time of sowing in the greenhouse were an inch 
or more in height, and of sufficient strength to be in- 
arched on two-year-old stocks.

Summer Vacations. 


of the Care of the Body are planning their sum- 

mer vacations, unless they have already started 
on one, Such a vacation is an excellent thing, if prop- 
erly undertaken. It is specially desirable in this coun- 
try of strenuous life, where most of us overwork our- 
selves and play too little A summer vacation may, 
however, do no good, or may even do more harm than 
good. It all depends upon how you take it. 

The main thing in a vacation is to get away from one’s 
business—to “forget it.” You must avoid rushing 
around or thinking of your business by night and by 
day, and you must learn to loaf and to “invite your 
soul.” You should have no set programme whatever. 
Often, on a vacation, you see people keeping them- 
selves at a tension all the time. “What are we going to 
do today?” “What shall we do now?” and so on. This 
is bad business, and will give no good results in 
strengthened nerves and increased efficiency. Such 
people often come back from a vacation more weary 
than when they started. 

Los Angeles is fortunate in having within easy reach a 
great variety of charming and _ attractive vacation 
grounds. Within an hour’s journey on the south lies 
the broad Pacific, and within half a day's trip to the 
north and east are the pineclad mountains. It is true 
that we of Southern California lack the charm of forest 
and running water that are found in the northern part 
of the State, unless we climb to reach them, but this 
having to climb perhaps makes us appreciate such natu- 
ral delights all the more. 

Our mountain resorts have not so far been developed 
to anything like the extent of the beach places. Much 
improvement has, however, been made in this direction 
during the past twenty years. In the long range of 
mountains known as the San Gabriel, the San Bernar- 
dino, and the San Jacinto ranges, extending for a dis- 
tance of a hundred miles, there are dozens of modest 
mountain resorts where entertainment may be had for 
man, and sometimes for “man and beast,” although fod- 
der is a scarce thing in the high altitudes. These re

For those who are able to wander farther afield, there 
are delightful places for a vacation among the redwood 
forests of Santa Cruz county, in the Yosemite Valley, 
or on Puget Sound. This article is, however, intended 
for the average man, who has only a couple of weeks 
holiday in summer. It is all too short a time, for it 
takes a man about that long to begin to appreciate and 
enjoy and benefit by an outing. 

A Northern Californian recently suggested that the 
school authorities of California cities and towns should 
adjust the school vacation for the benefit alike of the 
fruit growers and the school children. This is a good 
idea. Health, and strength, and some pocket money 
may be earned by a little light work during the summer 
in our orchards and vineyards and hop fields. In the 
English county of Kent, besides the “hoppers,” who 
swarm down from the East End in September, some 
people who are not so poor form little groups and im- 
prove their health while earning some spending money 
in this manner. 

There are some little precautions which it is well to 
take while on an outing, either in the mountains or by 
the seashore. Those who are specially subject to the 
influence of the ever-present poison oak—or rather pol- 
son ivy—would do well to avoid our mountain resorts, 
in which it grows so freely, because while one may be 
come absolute immune by using the remedy frequently 
printed in these columns, yet it is somewhat trouble 
some to be forced always to take this precaution. The 
remedy is this: To one quart of boiling water take one 
level teaspoonful of concentrated lye. After it cools, 
bottle for use. Before going to a place where you ex: 
pect to be exposed to the shrub, rub every part of your 
skin that is exposed to the air with this mixture, and 
do the same on returning to camp. The rhus toxicoen- 
dron, or poison ivy, is only poisonous at the time of year 
when it is in blossom, and when your pores are opened 
by perspiration, and the wind blows the minute spores 
into the skin. Some people are so easily affected by it

“Arsenic is an intensely irritating poison. Any of its 
soluble salts or compounds have the power of quickly 
destroying life, even in doses of two or three grains. A 
large dose causes acute arsenical poisoning, the symp- | 
toms being much the same as in poisoning by other irri- 
tants. 

“If arsenic is given for a long period it will cause 
chronic poisoning, one of the prominent features being 
fatty degeneration of various structures, such as the, 
liver, the glands and the muscles of the body. Fatty de 
generation of the heart is one of the most dangerous se- 
quels. 

“A pecullarity of arsenic is that it disturbs the vision; | 
sometimes it is nothifig more than a temporary func- | 
tional derangement, while at other times complete blind- 
ness ensues. If it causes atrophy of the optic nerve the 
blindness will be permanent. It is reasonable to be 
lieve that a remedy that affects the optic nerves in this 
way also has a deleterious effect on the rest of the 
nervous system. 

“Dr. Koch (of tubercnlin fame) treated over 1600 in- 
dividuals for sleeping sickness with arsenic; twenty- 
two of these became permanently blind. ! 

“Prof. Ehrlich, who is responsible for the introduction | 


of salvarsan, claims that his patent medicine will not | ' 


cause blindness; that where the blindness follows the 
use of the drug it is due to syphilis, not to salvarsan. 
This is merely begging the question, and will not con-|

A week later the prediction came true. At his own) 
fireside, after supper, he suddenly toppled to the floor. | 
After twenty minutes of awful struggling he managed 
to get up, weak and trembling, but victorious—that is 
partially victorious, for his left arm had mutinied.

Most people would have accepted the lot of a crippled 
invalid, but not so Lummis. He determined to go to the 
wilderness and live out of doors until he was well. So 
be packed his togs and trekked off to New Mexico, 
where he knew some good Spanish people who lived 
the primitive life of the Southwest, now so rapidly dis- 
appearing. In a day's ride from the railroad, Lummis 
managed to get around and even to shoot rabbits with 
one hand, bringing home a good bag day after day. He 
went to the sheep camps and shared the hard life of 
shearing time. Seven thousand feet above the sea, it 
was bitter cold in the month of March. Yet Lummis 
would go down with an ice chisel, chip through eight or 
ten inches of ice and take a morning bath, to the great 
astonishment of the simple natives. Other almost in- 
credible feats he tells of in this little book, showing 
what a mutilated man may do, when his brain retains 
the mastery of the rest of his body. He also tells of 
frequent ineffective attempts that were made to assassi- 
nate him by Mexican bandits, whom he had opposed. 
So wonderful were his escapes that he came to be cred- 
ited with bearing a charmed life. 

There came one day exceedingly bad news, followed 
by a third paralytic stroke, and then, not long, after, 
there came suddenly complete recovery. 

The latter part of the book is devoted to the reproduc- 
tion of a most touching tribute to his son, “The Little 
Boy that Was,” who died a little over ten years ago, the 
article being reproduced from the Outwest Magazine, of 
which Lummis was formerly editor.
